Will Be Honored in Flag Day Cele­ 
bration Wednesday , Jnne 14 tb, 
This Year. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION LETTER 


Asks All Classes and Conditions of 
Men to Pay Tribute. 


Wednesday, June 14, is the 128Lh an­ 
niv ersary of the adnpuon of the star 
spangled banner as the emblem of 
this country. The American Flag 
Ascociation calls attention to and 
urges the proper observ ance of tbe 
day. Tbe association is a body of in­ 
div iduals and members of dag com­ 
mittees from patriotic societies in the 
United States, formed in 1897 to pro­ 
mote rev erence for and prev ent the 
desecration of the dag. The circular, 
which bas.just been issued, is ad­ 
dressed to tbe mayor of each American 
city, to the press, to the patriotic 
societies, to all school officers and 
teachers, and to the people in general, 
is in part as follows: 
“The American Flag Association, 
in accordance with its custom of tbe 
past eight years, respectfully reminds 
you that Wednesday, June 14,1905, 
will be the 128 ih anniv ersary of the 
adoption of the stars and stripes as the 
dag of the United States; and inspired 
by the increased public recognition of 
dag day as a national anniv ersary, 
earnestly req uests your co-operation 
in securing the widest possible ob­ 
serv ance this year. 
“Mayors are req uested to order dags 
to be displayed upon tbe municipal 
building of their respectiv e cities, and 
by formal proclamation, or otherwise, 
to inv ite their fellow citizens to do 
the same thing upon their priv ate 
buildings. 
“Editors are req uested to make edi­ 
torial (comment, and to publish histor­ 
ical articles upon tbe subject of tbe 
dag, and to req uest the public to dis­ 
play the national colors on June 14. 
“American patriotic societies are 
urged, through their officers and 
members, to assist in stirring up pop­ 
ular enthusiasm by public appeals 
through local mediums, and by ob­ 
serv ances of the anniv ersary. 
“All American citizens are earnest­ 
ly inv ited to join in the public recog­ 
nition of the birthday of the emblem 
of our nationality. In many of tbe 
states pursuant to law, the public 
schools and also v oluntarily in priv ate 
schools, exercises will be conducted in 
celebration of dag day. Let us extend 
this practice. Teach the story of the 
dag, what it represents, and hav e the 
young people pledge, their fealty and 
loyalty to it. 


STATE BOARD WILL EXAMINE 


New Law Prov ides for Ex amining 
Hospital Nurse Graduates. 
At tbe last session of the legislature 
a bill was passed prov iding for a state 
board of examiners for hospital nurses 
and prohibiting others than regular 
nurses from adv ertising as such.

CLINTON IN MOURNING 


3. D. Lamb, Honored Citizen and 
Manufacturer Met Death in 
the Mississippi. 


FELL FROM CRUISER MARGARET 


Althoug h but 3 4 Years Old He Made 
Fine Business Record. 


In our dispatches Saturday ev ening 
we gav e a brief account of tbe drown­ 
ing of James Dwight Lamb of Clinton 
in tbe Mississippi. 
The accident was 
a sad blow to Clinton, for, although a 
young man, he was one of the leading 
business men and manufacturers of 
the city and was held in high ^teem . 
Mr. Lamb bad joined the party 
taken out by John H. Bradley of Du­ 
buq ue Friday in his new boat which 
had just been turned out from tbe 
docks of tbe Lamb Boat and Engine 
Works. 
The accident occurred while the 
boat was running northward about 
fiv e and a half miles south of Bellev ue. 
Mr. Lamb bad been piloting the boat 
all the afternoon, but about half past 
four he gav e the wheel on the upper 
deck ov er to his pilot, the regular man 
who goes with him On his trial trips. 
Mr. Lamb then picked up a camp 
chair and stepped to one side. Tbe 
chair must hav e tipped backward 
when he sat on it, for tbe pilot heard 
him say, “Ciyde, 1 am going.” He 
turned and Mr. Lamb was out of 
sight. 
Tbe boat was immediately 
rev ersed and Mr. Lamb was seen to 
come to the surface for an instant 100 
feet down stream. 
Ev ery effort was 
made to recov er the body, many boats 
being called into serv ice, but the 
search was fruitless. 
Mr. Lamb was a son of the late 
Artemus Lamb a grandson of Chancey 
Lamb, deceased, who was the founder 
of the firm of C. Lamb & Sons, one of 
tbe largesMumber milling firms In the 
Mississippi v alley. 
Dwight Lamb, as he was familiarly 
known, grew up in tbe business which 
his grandfather bad founded and de­ 
v eloped remarkable business ability. 
He was a 32d degree Mason, a mem­ 
ber of the Mystic Shrine and a B. P. 
O. E,

Down at tbe Lamb Boot and En­ 
gine works, tbe hum of busy wheels 
was stilled tbismornihg and strong 
workmen walked about with sobs and 
shaking their sturdy shoulders and 
tears falling uncheckkd from their 
eyes. That was a testimoniftl that a 
manufacturer seldom receiv es from 
the men whom be employs. “He was 
the salt of tbe earth” said a business 
man from Dav enport, who bad come 
to Clinton to see Mr. Lamb on busi­ 
ness this morning.

sco o ps a ho le in the earth, lays the 
> ghastly relic within and piles up the 
. o nly mo nument available In that wild 
regio n. 
I 
The plain no w' lies nearly a hundred 
feet belo w the level o f the sea. and the 
' ro cks o f the plain and the bases o f the 
mo untains are washed and ero ded in a 
wo nderful manner. Mingling with the 
burnt sto nes and vo lcanic debris are 
ro cks wo rn by the waves and shaped 
into hundreds o f fantastic fo rms. There 
are many acres o f these sto ne curio si­ 
ties. and certain sectio ns o f the field 
seem devo ted to certain shapes aud 
figures. 
Fo r instance, o ne passes thro ugh a 
regio n which be at o nce names the cab­ 
bage patch, fo r it presents the appear­ 
ance o f a field o f tho se vegetables 
j which have turned to sto ne. The waves 
have wo rn the ro cks into ro und bo wl- 
1 ders abo ut the size o f the vegetable 
! which they so much resemble and have 
! cut Into the glo bes, laminating them in 
1 perfect imitatio n o f the leafy layers o f 
j the garden vegetable. 
Ano ther lo cality is devo ted almo st ex- 
clusively to dinner plates. Tho usands 
| o f ro unded, thin disks are scattered 
t o ver the plain o r are piled sco res deep 
j In singular piles, each piece shaped ex­ 
actly like the cro ckery which ado rns 
o ur tables and quite as thin and sym­ 
metrical. 
Ano ther sectio n o f this truly wo nder­ 
ful regio n is given almo st who lly to 
dumbbells. These vary In size fro m 
pieces weighing o ne o r two po unds up 
to tho se seemingly calculated fo r exer­ 
cising the muscles o f a giant and 
weighing thirty o r fo rty po unds each. 
In almo st every instance these natural 
dumbbells are wrell balanced, the balls 
j at either end o f the co nnecting piece 
being o f the same size and weight 
There is in this plain an arsenal also . 
While guns aud swo rds and bayo nets 
and po wder were no t there to be fo und, 
there are tho usands o f canno n balls 
varying in size fro m two and three Inch 
balls to tho se fit fo r the big thirteen 
inch guns o f mo dern warfare. And all. 
are o f sto ne, all fo rmed in nature’s 
wo rksho p. 
There are o ther o bjects innumerable. 
There are sto ne ro ses, sto ne lilies, sto ne 
tulips, sto ne leaves, sto ne birds, sto ne 
animals, sto ne quo its, sto ne o rnaments 
in varied and unique designs, sto ne 
caries—in fact, almo st everything co n­ 
ceivable in nature o r art imitated in 
sto ne o n the plain o f Yuha. 
In o no po rtio n o f Yuha rise two hills 
o r small mo untains. 
One might mis­ 
take them in the distance fo r ancient 
craters, but when he appro aches the 
eminences he disco vers them to be 
mo numents to an ancient life—the rec­ 
o rds o f species no w extinct. They are 
shell mo untains, great beds o f prehis­ 
to ric bivalves which were left stranded 
when that ancient sea swept back fro m 
the regio n and left a dry and deso late 
land. 
One o f these mo untains, the large 
o ne, is co mpo sed who lly o f large ro ugh 
shells, much larger, but less elo ngated, 
than the shells o f the mo dern o yster, 
which in so me respects they so much 
resemble as to lead to the suspicio n 
that they are the remains o f the ances­ 
to rs o f o ur miich prized bivalve. 
The lesser hill Is co mpo sed o f tiny 
shells o f a prehisto ric type o f brachio - 
po da. 
Like the larger shells, they are 
fo und except o n the surface in an un­ 
disturbed state, bo th valves o f nearly 
every shell being fo und in po sitio n. 
Altho ugh the mo llusk dwellers o f these 
shells vanished several centuries ago , 
so perfect are the shells o ne almo st ex­ 
pects when be o pens the valve o f the 
shell to find the living creature within.

Sho uld No t Be Paid. 
A co rrespo ndent o f Llo yd’s Weekly 
has expressed the views o f a ship do c­ 
to r in the fo llo wing wo rds: “ Many 
travelers are in do ubt as to the po ­ 
sitio n o f th e ship’s do cto r in regard to 
his remuneratio n fro m passengers fo r 
services rendered. The merchant ship­ 
ping act enacts that every fo reign go ­ 
ing vessel having a hundred perso ns o n 
bo ard o r upward shall carry o n bo ard 
as part o f her co mplement a duly 
qualified medical practio ner. 
Further­ 
mo re, an emigrant ship—I. e., a fo reign 
go ing 
v essel which carries fifty o r 
mo re steerage passengers—must have 
a medical man, irrespective o f the 
number o f crew o r o f o ther passengers 
carried. 
The salary o f the do cto r o n 
bo ard is co mmensurate with these du­ 
ties to his ship. 
To any passengers 
who are suffering fro m o rdinary fo rms 
o f seasickness aud its co nco mitant 
evils o r wh o receives injuries which 
are in any way due to the ship the 
do cto r's services are free. 
Fo r any 
sickness co ntracted befo re sailing o r 
during a vo yage which is no t co nnected 
with the abo ve named co nditio ns he is 
entitled to a remuneratio n at the same 
rate as he wo uld receive o n sho re. Ob­ 
vio usly it wo uld be as unfair to ex­ 
pect th at h is services to passengers 
sho uld be rendered gratis as it wo uld 
be fo r any visito r in a ho tel o r travel­ 
ing o n a railway to expect to have 
medical attentio n free in any illness 
fo r wh ich the ho tel o r railway autho ri­ 
ties co uld no t be held respo nsible.” 
The w riter o f a letter to the Lo ndo n 
Lancet says that the case o f the ship’s 
surgeo n is stated with accuracy in the 
abo ve sentences and adds that ship’s 
surgeo ns are o f two kinds—first, tho se 
who after they have qualified take 
such a po sitio n either fo r health o r fo r 
pleasure, and, seco nd, tho se who elect 
to make sea life a permanency. 
The p ay o f the ship’s do cto r varies 
fro m $3 0 to $5 0 a mo nth. 
This is fo r
